Political Parties Making Ready for 
the Coming Conflict to Begin 
Next Week. 



Bimetalllsts Pleased With the New 
Premier— Hot Weather and 
the Farmers.

London, June 29.— The dissolution of 
parliament which, as the Marquis of Sails- 
bury Intimated in the Houbo of Lords, will 
moat likoly take place on July 8, will be the 
doath knoll of the seaBon here, and in a fort- 
night there will be a general exoduB to tho 
country. While the court functions already 
arranged will be held, the dates fixed for 
many big privato partioa havo beon can- 
celled, and West) End shopkeepers are Buffer- 
ing in consequence from tho reculb of tho 
fooling of depression which haB fallen upon 
tho sooial world. The theatres and other 
places of amusement are also feeling the 
tffoct of the clouds, swooping ever society, 
and the attondanoo at tho moat attraotivo 
houees has already dropped off to a notlco- 
able degree On ail sides the agents of both 
parties are aotively proparing for the fray. 
The mat is being rubbed off the time-worn 
suits of political armor, and all the old 
weapons of British electoral campaigns aro 
being burnished. A quiet oanvaaaiog ia 
already going on in aomo quarters, and tho 
Primrose League is preparing to rally to the 
standard of tho Marquis of Salisbury and 
the army of Tories who are eager for battle, 
tho result of which ia looked upon as cer- 
tain to bo victory. 

THE CONSERVATIVE CAMPAIGN 

will begin in deadly earneat next week, 
when Lord Rosebery, the ex-premier, will 
firb the first battery of big guns for the 
Liberals, in hia speech at the Royal Albert 
hall, South Kenalngton, and the same day 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, ex-ohanoellor 
of the exohrquor, will pour hob shot into 
the Tory ranks in the address which ho ia 
to deliver at Derby, the Beat whioh he haa 
represented in parliament Binoe 1880. Fol- 
lowing the booming of these heavy pieces in 
the political army will be heard a fierce 
reply from the batteries of Bomo of the 
leaders of the Conservative and Unionist 
parties, including the Marquis of Salisbury, 
Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, and Right Hon. 
JoBoph Chamberlain, now dubbed " Judas " 
by the Irish Nationalists. The firing will 
be taken up along the lines both of tho Lib- 
eral and Conaervatlve force, and the engage- 
ment will become goneral. Every man on 
eaoh side who can be exrooted to win votes 
by his speech will be called upon to do so, 
and a hot exchange of recriminations will 
fill the air nntil the polling clears away the 
amoke of the battle. 

Vanity Fair says it is understood the 
Queen is greatly pleased at the change of 
government, and hopes a very solid and 
able minister will be selected to oontrol the 
Admiralty department as First Lord of the 
Admiralty. Her Majesty has recently been 
devoting much attention to the British navy 
and the relative strength of the navies of 
the world. Cuttings from various news- 
papers commenting on the subject are ool- 
looted, and these with the opinions of ex- 
perts are road to the Queen, who listens 
meat attentively and has notes made 'for 
future reforence. 

Nazrulla Khan, the Afghan visitor, has 
taken great interest in the change of minis- 
try, and ia said to havo been quite sorry 
that the E*rl of Kimberly, ex-aecretary of 
state for foreign affairs, has lost his port- 
folio. This solicitude upon the part of 
Nfzrulla for the Earl is duo to tho faob that 
the latter has been untiring in his efforts to 
make tho Prince's vlait a pleasane one, and 
haB so far succeeded in amcothing over

which have so frequently cropped up sinoo 
tho Ameor's son landed on those shores. 

The work of building tho now cabinet is 
finlBhod and Hon. Goorge N. Curzon, mem- 
bor for SouthwcBC Lancashire, is undor 
secretary of stato for foreign affairB, which 
cllioo, however, doos not carry with it tho 
honor of a B«ab iu the cabinet. But it ia not 
quito certain that Mr. Curzon will be re- 
elected, as Mr. Naylor-Leyland, also a Con- 
servative, has announood hia intention of 
conteating Southwnat Lancathiro againBb 
Mr. Curzon, and as both gontlemon are 
married to American ladies, who are going 
to take part in the campaign, a moeb in- 
teresting politioal battle may bo antici- 
pated. It waa reported yesterday on good 
authority that Lord Dunraven, who was 
under seorotary for the colonies from August 
1886, to February 1887, will likoly bo a 
member of the oaulnet. 

The weather during the past woek has 
boon the hotteat of the year, and beon a con- 
tinued cauBe of dismay among the farmers 
in many parts of tho country. 

The Prinoossof Wales and daughters ha\o 
plannod to go to Denmark at tho end of 
July and are expeoted to remain in that 
country for two months as guests of the 
King and Queen of Denmark, tho father and 
mothar of tho PrlnooBB oi >Vales.

Goorgo N. Cuizmagreab honor on Thurs- 
day last, when ho dined with them in com- 
pany with Nazrulli Khan. The company 
included tho Duko and Duobees of Suther- 
land, the Duke and DuohoBs of Sb.

The bimetallic league is naturally pleased 
that the MarquiB of Salisbury Is again 
premier, and its members ore preparing 
some active work for the approaching gen- 



eral eleotion. They are also greatly pleased 
at tho weighty oharaoter or the aignatures 
whioh they obtained to the reoenb memorial 
showing that bimetallism had representative 
supporters among the hankers, includingeight 
directors of tho Bank of England, in add! 
tlon to a numbor of prominent members of 
the industrial ol&BBes and labor organizations. 
The league is convinoed that the bankers 
anti-blmetallio memorial was inspired by Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, the former chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. 

Commenting on the downfall of Lord 
RoBobory, Truth exproaaeB the opinion that 
the ex-premier would make an admirable 
master of the horse, that his epitaph should 
be : " Here lies Archibald Philip Primrose, 
fifth Earl of Roaebery, onoe Prime Minister 
of England. He loBb twenty seats and won 
two DorbieB." 

From high authority the Associated PreeB 
learna thab there is some foundation for the 
rumor that the Prince of Walea may possi- 
bly Blip over to New York in Septombor, In 
order to witness the races for the Amerioa's 
cup. 

At tho theatres, tho paBt week haB been a 
dull one and the managers aro more or lesa 
panlo atrlckon at tho proapeob of the genoral 
elections. Tho principal event was tho ro- 
appoaronco of Daly'a company, who have 
drawn large houses. 

Cardinal Vaughan, in the prosonoo of 
8,000 persona, laid tho foundation stono of 
the Roman Catholic oathcdral at Westmin- 
ster. Among those present were the am- 
bassadors of Catholio oountrieB, Catholic 
bishops, the Catholio nobility of England, 
and Archbishop Stoner, who represented 
the Pope. Cardinal Gibbons telegraphed 
his regrets that he could cob arrive in time, 
although it was tho dearest wish of hia 
heart to be present. The tpectuole waa 
unique In ocoleaiaalical aplecdor. A .cport 
was current to-day thab the roal reaaon for 
the absence of Cardinal Gibbons waa his 
fear of a hostile demonstration on the part 
of Irish Catholics in Loudon. 

During a rollg'ous procession at San 
Mateo, a seaport and one of the principal 
arsenals of Spain, a dispute arose as to who 
should carry the picture of tho patron saint. 
The conflict roaultod in forty persona being 
injured, inoluding the parish priest. 

M. Hanotaux, Frenoh minister of foreign 
affairs, haa introduced in the chamber of 
doputicB a bill modifying tho commercial 
relations between France and Switzerland. 
The bill ia designed to put an end to the 
tariff war between the two oountrieB. 

According toa report received in Madrid 
to-day, General Antonio Maoeo, the Cuban 
insurgent leader, haa been oapturtd by 
Spaniah troope and consigned to prison pond- 
ing orders from Captain-General Martinez 
de Campos, 

There ia no truth In t he report thab the 
Duo d'Aumalo has been assassinated. He is 
enjoying good health ab Chantilly. 

Alexander Dumas, author of " La Dame 
Aux Camellias," has been married to Ma- 
dame Regnier de la Breuvere. The bride- 
groom is 55 years old. 

The employes cf the Andaluaian railway 
have struck on account of the dismissal of 
four of their comrades. 

A dispatch received at Vienna from Dub- 
nieoz, a town in Bulgaria, situated about 32 
miles south of Sofia, says nice workmen who 
wore returning from Macedonia have been 
killed by Bashi-Bazouks, wbo beheaded the 
men and loft their bodies by the roadeide. 

A COMOX TRAGEDY. 

An Inquest to Be Held Into the Death of 
Edward Blfleld-A Man Under 
Arrest. 

Comox, Jn=s 30.— (Special)— Edward 
Bifield died last night in convulsions, the 
supposed result of a fight with A. J. Lepla. 
On Tuesday the two men, who had been 
drinking in the Elk hotel, bad a fight up- 
stairs. They were parted and Bifield waa 
looked in a separate room, Whether as a 
result of the fight with Lepla or from eome 
other oanae, .Bifield wax tBkcn with 
convulsions and fell or jumped out 
of tho window of the room. 
Ho was picked up and put to hod, but never 
rallied, and died laat night. Chief of Police 
Hutchison immediately arrested Lepla pend- 
ing tho result of tho inquest, which will be 
huld to morrow by Dr. Davis, tho coronor, 
who has been summoned from Nanaimo. 



SAN FRANCISCO FIRE. 

A Million and a Quarter of Loss— But Little 
Insurance. 

San Francisco, Juno 29. — Yesterday fire 
started in tho roar of 515 Fifth street. Tho 
fire patrol was in service four houra and fif- 
toen minutes. Three hundred families aro 
homeless, without olothing or furnituro. It 
la ostimated that of the total loss of SI, 200,- 
000 thoro was only 5300,000 Insurance. Tho 
district wsb always conaidered dangerous. 
Rates are high and poor poople could nob 
afford to insure. Many of tho houses woro 
old and riakoty and thoir owners took their 
chanooB. Tho oooupants found the inBuranoe 
rates prohibitory. Some factories and busi- 
ness housoE carriod insurance and thoso 
oaueod the hulk of the losa sustained by tho 
inBuranoe companies. The losses are divided 
between almost all the oompanioa.

Released from Penitentiary. 

Toronto, June 29— The Minister of Jus- 
tice haa ordered tho release from the Kings- 
ton penitentiary of Daniel Whale, convicted 
of wife murder. ' Whale was four years ago 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Mra. 
Whale was subject to bearb dieeaae, and 
this it is now claimed was the prlnoipal 
cauee of her demise.

The UIstlngnlBlied Scientist Sleeps Ills Laat 
HIecp-IHs End Peaceful and 
Quiet, 

London, Juno 29.— Profesaor Huxloy is 
dead. The end was very peaceful and 
qulot, being perfootly In keeping with the 
retirement whioh ho had sought whon he 
took up hia roaidence noar Eastbourne. His 
failing health became noticoablo aboub 
March 1. Bronchitis followed an attack of 
influoEza. Tho lungs and kidneys were 
then affeotod. Ho rallied several timoa, bub 
sustained a Bovero relapBo, and alnca 
that time thoro haB bjon no hopo for per- 
manent improvement. His wifo and 
daughter woro prosent at hie doaihbod, bub 
his aon arrived too late. During hie dying 
momenta Profoasor Huxley displayed groab 
fortitude and resignation.

Andrew?, Held la Connection Willi the 
Pomelrean Murder, Discharged— 
Police Inquiry. 



The Nanaimo Aimers— Ball to Be Given 
to the Admiral— Epidemic

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvkk, Judo 29. — Atj the polloo 
courti this morning Mr. Moreaby asked per 
mission to withdraw tho oharge against 
George Andrews of oompliolty in the mur 
der of tho French-Canadian Pomolrouu 
Permission was granted and Andrews waa 
set free, after being in jail some three 
months on auspioion. There waa not eu 
oient evidonce against Andrews to make a 
good oaso at tho assizes. The generally ao- 
copted theory ia that tho murder was the re- 
milt of an Indian drinking row, and that 
whito men had a hand in it. Mr. Moreaby 
is still working hard on tho oaso, but to 
hold Andrews ho would havo had to give 
away his aaae to tho defence. 

The polico investigation waa continued 
last night. No very grave charges wors- 
proved. The lawyers for tho defence refuse 
to put in any evidence until the ovidenoe for 
the polioe aommltteo is all in ; but tho coun- 
cil havo deoldod to take aotion on TueBday 
or Wednesday, bo that there will bo probab 
ly no defonoe made, as Aid. Gallagher re 
fuses to make any concessions, formulate 
charges or declare that ho ia through with 
his evidonce. 

The restaurant proprietors aro indignant 
at the expressed intention of aomo of the 
churches to run cheap eating houses on 
Dominion Day and the following day. They 
claim it is directly taking away the only 
chanoe In the year bbey havo of 
making something outaido the meagru pro 
fita of their business, and thoy strongly ob- 
ject to the ohuroh interfering with iegiti 
mate trade. 

Mr. Gregaon, who left here aomo time ago 
owing money, roturned this week, and was 
at onoe arrested on a oapias, and ia now in 
the Westminster jail.

danoing, muBio, and mirth, etc., etc., etc. 

The bioyole raoes will bo of great interest, 
the best riders in tho province will be 
preaenb besides visitors from the Sound, 
F, Anderson, probably the boat starter in 
the province, will officiate. Mr. Anderson 
has been abarter in some of the biggeBb 
events on the Pacific Coast. The sailing 
races on tho Inlet wilt be very interesting, 
and aa antioipated very cloBely oontoated. 
No entrance fee will be charged. The 
champion lacroeBO matoh between tho old 
rival teams, Vancouver and Victoria, will of 
conrae bo of tho keenest intereab to all 
comers. 

Tho ball matoh between Vancouvor and 
Whatcom will be of great interest to loverB 
of Amerloa'B game. Races between boats 
cf the men-of-war and merchantmen will bo 
kept up pretty much all day and shouts of 
laughter and applause will bo echoed over 
the water. To those fond of tho gun tho 
oontesta on the Gamble street grounds will 
present groat attractions, for the gun club 
havo arranged a complete programme for a 
splendid day's sport. 

If persistent practice has anything to do 
with ib, Vancouver's B.C.B.G.A. will mako 
a oreditoble showing. Gun drill ond volley 
tiring has been praoliced nighb after night 
until the men act liko a well ordered ma- 
chine The sight of a thousand men going 
through their evolutions on Dominion Day 
will be worth coming from Victoria to wit- 
nosa.

T. Williams and C. Piper wero nominated. 

Ono of tho votora at once questioned the 
right of Mrs. Moody to oooupy the position, 
but as nil were uncertain thoy deoided to go 
ahead. Ab tho oloso of tho poll ib was de- 
termined to refor tho whole matter to the 
superintondonb of education, ao that tho re- 
sult Is nob yet known. Acoording to the 
achoul aot a lady cannot hold tho position of 
trustee in a rural diatriot, fcenco the election 
will probably bo declurei illegal and a now 
day sot for another trial.

THE 510,000 (HVE-AWAY. 

To tiik Editoii : — It was a pity that an 
opportunity was not afforded the large num 
ber of representative ratepayers proBont at 
Thursday evening's meeting to formally ex- 
press an opinion on the proposal of the coun 
cil to pass over tho lowest tenderer for the 
now filter beds. Almost any kind of a con- 
demnatory resolution would have been 
carried by an overwhelming majority. 1 
understand that Trustee Marchant was 
primarily r»noomble for this, ho having 
agreed .u MK.u.it u resolution ; although the 
chairman wan ulao to blame for promaturely 
breaking up tho meeting while resolutions 
wore being prepared, when it was foui J that 
Mr. Marchant intended disappointing the 
conveners of the meating. 

However, though not formally expressed, 
there could be no doubt as to the opinion of 
the meeting, and the Mayor and aldermen 
would do well to pay heed to Itj. The ex- 
planation given by the oity authorities fcr 
their proposal, struck me as ridiculously 
foolish and weak. They failed to give one 
good or substantial reaBon for passing over 
the lowest tenderer, who had complied with 
all tholr conditions, and waa prepared to 
sign a contract as binding as could be made. 
They also signally failed to show (and, In 
faot, declined the challenge given thorn to 
do ao) bow it waa possible for the city to 
loss anything by awarding the contract to 
Mr. Haggerty. 

They further failed to show how they ex- 
pected to obtain any advantage to the rate- 
payers by the additional expenditure of 
§16,000 of the ratepayers' money. They 
also Cirefully avoided all allusion to tho bad 
procedont that would be established by their 
proposed method. No readier way of intro- 
ducing corrupt and questionable practices 
into our municipal government can be im- 
agined. If this principle Is once tolerated 
whore is to bo tho end ; It it becomes tho 
custom to pass over tenderers who have 
given bona fide evidenco of their ability to 
carry out their agreement by a deposit of 
money, which in tho opinion of tho council 
was sufficient guaranteo against possible loss 
to the city, then the roign of the boodlers 
may be said to have begun. 

Contracts in future will bo secured by a 
little judicious scheming on the part of those 
having tho biggest pull on the council, to 
the manifest serious luss and disadvantage 
of ihe unfortunate ratopoyora. It is difii- 
oult to understand why the Mayor and 
Aldermen bother themselves so much about 
Mr. Huggarty's quantities and figures after 
ho has supplied them with tho exaot evi- 
denco of his finanoial ability to carry on the 
work that they required. It is nothing to 
them if ho has made a mistake. Ho cannot 
avoid thereby a Blnglo item in the bill of 
quantities, or bo permitted to do tho work 
otherwise than as provided in the plans and 
specifications and within tho nrsEcribod 
timo, without forfeituro of his deposit mocoy 
and the additional twenty five per cent, re- 
tained by tho council on tho proportion of 
work executed, and which would bo bo 
muoh in hand towards the final completion 
of tho work by another contractor. 

How would it have been if the lowest ten 
derer had beon au ontiroly unknown man '! 
His cash deposit being being tho financial 
credentials asked for by tho council, thoy 
would have been preoludod from asking fur- 
ther questions, and, if they ever intended 
fair dealing, have uwarded him the contract, 
relying on the forfeiture cluusoa to enablo 
them ;o ro let the work to advantage to 
themselves in e 119 of failuro; and rolying 
also (as they n.uai do in any cjbo) on their 
engineer and inepeotora that tho work be 
properly performed. 

It is to be hoped that tho council will now 
wisoly adapt themselves to tho almost unani- 
mous feeling of tho community and at onco 
reconsider their previous action and fall into 
tho safe, choap, although old fashioned, 
plan of awarding tho contraot to tho lowest 
bidder, I enclose my card.

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

.Every citizen of Victoria should regard 
the Jubiloo Hospital as an indispensable 
Institution— as an institution that must be 
kept in an effijlenb condition. Tho desti- 
tute, eiok and those who are seriously in- 
jured by aooident, or while engaged in their 
ordinary business, must be well looked 
after. To provido a place in whiob they 
cm be properly treated and can reoeive the 
•killed attention that their oases require, is 
not a matter of expedienoy that oan be 
attended to or neglected as suits tho 
whim or the convenience of the community. 
It Is a duty whloh must be performed 
nnder all ciroumstanoes, in hard times as 
well aa iu good times. No head of a family 
is oxoased for neglecting those of his house- 
hold who are sick or maimed, because he is 
not quite so well off this year as he was last 
year. Those afllioted with illnoas and those 
who are injured by acoldents must be at- 
tended to. No excuse, except absolute 
destitution, will be listened to for neglecting 
them and leaving them to suifar and pice 
away for tho wud' of the necoBaariea and 
the attention that thair oonditlon requires. 
And it is the Bame with the community. 
The Government and the Corpora- 
tion stand in the place of the 
head of the household. They are 
in duty bound to take care of thoso who are 
Dot in a condition to take care of themselves, 
and individual oitizenB are also in duty 
bound to do all in their power to keep the 
governing bodies up to their duty in this 
regard, and to make sacrifices, if sacrifices 
are required, to aid thoso bodies when they, 
for want of means, fall short of doing all 
that humanity requires. 

Every member of the community should 
feel that it is very far Indeed from being a 
matter of indifference to him or her whether 
the hospital is kept up or not, 
or whether or not it is doing all the 
good it is capable of doing. He or she 
is to a certain and quite an appreciable ex- 
tint responsible for the oondition of the hos- 
pital, whether it ie well supported or not and 
whether or not it is efficient and properly 
conductod. The sick and the wounded who 
aro without suffioiont moans to proouro tho 
attendance, the medicine and tho comforts 
that they need are tho wards of tho com- 
munity, and common humanity, to say noth- 
ing of Christianity, demands that they shall 
ba well looked after and properly troatod. 

The roport of tho Prosldent of tho Jubilee 
Hospital informs tho community that 
it requires twenty-five thousand dollars 
a year to maintain tho institution in 
good working order. This Ib compara- 
tively a Bmall Bum. The hospital dopends 
for support on the contributions of tho Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria and the 
Government of tho Province, tho rovonuo 
derived from patients who are able and 
willing to pay, and the freewill offerings of 
tho humane and the benevolent. Tho hos- 
pital has no other source of revenue. As it 
opena its doora to tho destitute aiok of tho 
city, and aa they readily avail thomBolvna 
of its advantages, it follows that thoCorpora- 
tlon, on whom the oaro of that class do- 
volvoa, should contribute to the maintenance 
of tho hospital at least in proportion to the 
numbor of freo city pationta who 
occupy the wards. If tho groater 
numbor of freo pationts aro from tho city, 
then the olty should pay the groater part of 
tho monoy required for tho ubb of freo 
patients. The Government, it ia ovidont, 
contributes aa much towards tho main- 
tenance of tho hospital aa could bo oxpected 
of it. Tho amount contributed by those 
who can afford to pay wholly or in part for 
the bonefits they roooive from the hospital 
must depond in a very great measure on the 
way in whloh tho institution is munagod. 
We are gratified to be ablo to Bay that \ie 
have heard from patients who have been all 
their lives aaoustomod to tho comforts of a 
good home that thoy wero well ploased with 
the firoatmout thoy roooived while in tho 
hospital. Thoy ware as comfortable as their 



condition allowed, and they were attended 
to with the utmost care and consideration 
by the medioal officer [and his staff. Ib is 
discouraging to Bud that the contributions 
from individuals fell off last year. Thin may 
bo in consequence of the hard timea, or it 
may be caused by the decrease in the in- 
terest felt in tho hospital by the publio. We 
trust that this ia not the case. The direc- 
tors, lot them bo ever so zealous and 
efficient, oaunot afford to do without the 
active sympathy and the substantial aBsiat- 
anco of the people. And they are in need 
of all i In help they can get at this moment. 
Tho hospital is, wo find, In debt for wash- 
ing, for coal, for bread, for milk, for 
grooorics, for coal oil, for meat, f or linen, and 
for other supplloa. A private household 
that is in debt for articles of duly use like 
theao is looked upon aa boing in a bad way. 
It must be the aame with a hospital.' Ib 
should be in a position to p»y its household 
bills punctually every month, and tho com 
munity should see to it that it is in such a 
poBition. How can direotora do their work 
cheerfully and effectively when they find 
themselves without the means to pay 
promptly for the nooeaearles used in the in- 
atitution. They should nob be plaoed In 
auoh an unploag int and embarrassing posi- 
tion. It is evident that tho management la 
not extravagant. It has kept down oxponseB 
well. Should not an effort bo made to 
inoreaso tho voluntary contributions? 
Should there nob bo an efficient and zeal- 
oua aorps of collectors who would take 
a priilo in having tho honpital supplied with 
ovory necessary? Wo feel confident if auoh 
a corps went to work diligently they would 
do much to put tho hospital in a better 
financial condition than ib ia in at present, 
and consequently to make ib more efficienb. 
Ib Is to bo hoped that the Corporation will 
bo aliva to its duty in the matter of hospital 
maintenance. If its contributions wero in 
proportion to the benefits whloh the city 
receives from tho hospital, It would soon bo 
financially in a flourishing condition. Tho 
Bum required to make the receipts equal to 
tho expenditure ia by no meanB large, and 
it could, if a vigorous effort wore made by 
e,ll concerned, bo soon raiaed. 



THE NB)V GOVERNMENT. 

The Marquis of Salisbury must have had 
a good deal of difficulty in forming a Min- 
istry. The task ia by no means an easy ono 
when the party from whiob the material Ib 
to be taken Ib homogeneous, but its difficul- 
ties must bo greatly increaaod when the 
membera of a new Cabinet are to be ohosen 
from two parties, or rather two divisions of 
a party which has been formed for a special 
purpose. 

It must ba remembered that the Liberal 
Unionists have been careful to keep them- 
aelvee diatinob from the ConBervativea. 
They have worked loyally with the 
ConserTativeB to maintain the in- 
tegrity of tho Empire, but they havo 
been moat deairoua that the pooplo of Great 
Britain should know bhab they are still 
Liberals. Many of them would bo greatly 
offended if thoy were seriously told that 
thoy had turned Tory. The Liberal- Union- 
let constituencies exhibib the same epirib. 
Many Gladatonians knew how tender they 
were on this point, and they did their 
| boat to weaken Mr. Chamborluin's following 
by representing in their Btump speeches and 
nowspapor articles that bo hod turnod his 
ooab and waB a greater Tory than the Torlea 
who had inherited their principles with 
bhoir estates. Lord Salisbury had to take 
oaro that in forming his Government he 
would not arouso the jealousy of hla 
Liberal-Unioniab allies. lb will be 
observed thab he has taken both tho 
Liberal-Unloniat leaders, the Duke of Dev- 
onshire and Mr. Chamberlain, Into his cab- 
inet. Boaides these two leading men he baa 
chosen four or fivo more Liberal- Unionists 
to bo his colleagues in the Government. The 
Llberal-Unioniata in the present Parliament 
numbor sixty, and the Conservatives are 
more than 270 strong. Although the Lib 
oral-Unionists are oonBlderably less than a 
fourth of Lord Salisbury's following in Par 
liamont, a third and pcrhapu more of his 
Government aro mon of that group. This 
ought to satisfy the Liberal- Unionists both 
in Parliament and in the country. 

The probability is that in the new House 
of Commons, aoou Lo bo eleotod, the Con- 
servatives will boar a greater proportion to 
its Liberal-Unloniat members than thoy do 
in thoprosout House. Tho prospect now is 
that tho Liberals will bo badly beaten and 
that Lord Salisbury will havo in lb a Ur 
larger majority than Mr. Gladetone had 
oftor the gonoral election of 1892. Thoro 
soomB to be a prospect that when tho Gov- 
ernment goes to tho country tho Liberal- 
Unionists will cease to bo a distinct party. 
Au examination of tho perBonnoI of 
tho new Government leads to 
the conclusion that the alliance is 
ab an end and that a fusion 
of parties has taken plaoo or will eoon take 
piuco. Ho wo vor, there ia little use in form- 
ing surmisos on tho aubjoob, for it will very 
soon bo known what aro tho prooiso relations 
that now exist between the Conservatives 
and the division of tho late Oppoaition that 
went by the namo of Liboral- Unionist. 



above la an accurate atatomont of the posi- 
tion of the church. 

" I auppoae, however, that wo must take 
for granted that Col. Ouimot is in a position 
to formulate the wishes of Roman Otholioa 
in connection with this question. If ao then 
I may Bay ab once that thero is no need of 
any remedial legislation in order to bring 
about £uoh a state of uffilra. 1 believe that 
tho people of Manitoba would be willing to 
gWfl to th« Roman Citholica all than ia 
usked iVir. Everybody wishes that a solu- 
tion of the question may bo found withona 
any coercion on the pirfc of tho Domioien 
parliament, and if tho demands of tho 
minority aro correctly expressed by tho 
minister, I am very muoh ab sea in my 
acquaintance with tho views of the Mani- 
toba people if they will nob bring about of 
their own ueoord all that Is asked. 

'• When I introduced the eohool bill of 
1 S90, I pointed out that in so far as it pro- 
vided for religious exeroises in tho schools, 
ib was, in my opinion, defeotive. I am one 
of tho.-o who deny the right of tho stuto to 
interfere in any respect in matters of relig- 
ion. I said then, and 1 still think that the 
clause of tho 1890 act, whioh provides for 
certain religious exeroises is moat unjust to 
Roman Catholics. If the Btato Ib to rcoog- 
niza religion in its Bclnol legislation, suoha 
recognition as ia acooptabio to Protestants 
only, and, in fuot, only to a majority of Prot- 
oatants, ir to my mind rank tyranny. Tho 
desire of those with whom I think In this 
matter Ib to eliminato every question of a ro- 
Iigioua nature from tho tohool lawe and to 
make tbo sohools puroly secular. 

" This has not been done in Manitoba and 
that course is apparently not supported by a 
majority of the people thara. That being 
so, surely ib will be admitted thab the na- 
ture of religious exeroises or roliglouB teach- 
ings (I am unable to make any clour distinc- 
tion botwoon tho two) should bo Buoh as (s 
agreeable to tho conaclorjcoa of thoae whose 
money is taken to support the schools. 

" I have sufficient faith In tho liberality 
of Manitoba people to declare on their be- 
half that if a final settlement of thia ques- 
tion oan be roaohed upon tho lines Buggestod 
by Col. Oulmot, they will do their part. 
What Manitoba has insiated upon la that 
the Roman Catholics shall not have a sys- 
tem of separate schools such as exiBted prior 
to 1890, whloh were oxempt from the sev- 
eral laws aa to efficiency. If tho Roman 
Catholics are willing to acc-pb tho aohools 
as they exist at picsent, and as thoy may 
from time to tim« be modified, with tho ad- 
dition of Buch religious teaching as they 
.nay dcslrf, rhen there should be, and lam 
eure there would hp, no difficulty in reach- 
ing a aotf.'emf-nr. of 'ho whole question with- 
out any legiflla'Jnn on tho part of the Do- 
minion parliament.

HOMEMADE AWNINGS. 



These Afford Protection From tho Direct 
Rays of the Son at Small Expense. 

When tho direct rays of tho sun strike 
a. window, it is always woll to have 
Bomo kind of a protection, particularly 
for Eouth and west windows. Vines 
make a good awning, out if trained close 
to the window, as usually done, they 
keep out tho air as woll as sun. Tho old 
New England Homestead gives an illus- 
tration of how this may bo prevented by 
a light frame or hood attached to tho up- 
per part of the window, reaching at 
least one-third of tho way down, and 
extending out about 18 to 20 inches from 
the window casing. Tho vinos should

then be trained over this frame, and will 
thus allow a free circulation of air and 
exclude) the sun at the same time 

Cheap awnings may be mado at home 
that will protect tho windows almost as 
well as those costing several dollars a 
window. Buy wide striped bed ticking, 
l]u yards for each window. Scallop and 
bind one end. Make a frame by nailing 
to each side of tho window a r-trip about 
two inches wide and 20 inches long. To 
the onds of these nail a strip tho same 
width and of length to roach across. 
Then tack the npper end of tho awning 
cloth to tho top of the window. Stretch 
tightly and tack securely to the project- 
ing frame below, which shonld be about 
midway between tho top und bottom of 
tho window. Allow about a quarter of a 
yard of the scalloped end to hung over 
tho frame. 



Cleaning Kid Gloves. 

Stretch tho glovo on your hand. Havo 
abundanco of clean flannel or cotton 
near. With a little benzine on a small 
pieco of flannel go over the entire glovo, 
finger by linger. As soon its the flannel 
becomes soiled exchange it for a clean 
piece. Do not use enough benzine to 
saturate tho leather, but simply enough 
to clean olf tho soiled spots. Rub the 
glove from tho finger tips generally 
downward and upward and not in a cir- 
cular way or across tho leather. After 
using tho gasoline on a spot rub it with 
clean flannel unl il it seems perfectly dry. 

Only the very highest quality of ben- 
zino, or better still, of gasolino, can bo 
used. When tho gloves are thoroughly 
cleaned, rub tin m with a clean flannel 
and abundanco of talcum powder. This 
powder can bo bought of any first class 
drug store, and 10 cents' worth is ordi- 
narily enough for a year's supply. Rub 
tho leather thoroughly in every part with 
this talcum powder. This, says the New 
York Tribune, makes the glovo not only 
pliable and pleasant to wear, like a now 
glove, but it puts a soft bloom on the 
loathor, which takes away all suggestion 
of the cleaning process. It cannot, how- 
ever, restore tho gloss on tho dressed kid 
gloves. 

Excellent Cocoanut Pnddlnc. 

Ono quart of stale bread should bo 
broken up fine and soaked for two hours 
in 2 quarts of cold milk. At the end of 
that time beat 4 eggs with one-half cup- 
ful of sugar and 2 tenspooufuls of salt 
and stir into tho bread and milk. Then 
add a cupful of prepared cocoanut and 
one-half cupful of finely cut citron. This 
may bo baked in a pudding dish for 
throe-quarters of an hour or may be 
cooked in tho steamer ono hour. Serve 
with creamy or hard sauce.

bray and nainsook frocks pretty models 
aro shown, which give to Miss Baby a 
touch of her mother's breadth of shoul- 
der. These aro little yoke or gnimpe 
dresses, with a wide, pointed capo col- 
lar of the material, edged with em- 
broidery from two to three inches deep, 
put on just full enough to keep from 
puckering. This is finished round the 
neck with a plain cord and is hooked 
or buttoned with a singlo button bo- 
neath the nock finish of dress or guirupe, 
as tho case may bo. 

Older girls who are well dressed are 
simply dressed. So long as short dresses 
aro worn there is not enough of the 
plain fabric shown to mako a back- 
ground for elaborate trimming, and 
much ornamentation of theso small 
dresses violates tho canons of taste in 
dress. There aro, of course, many protty 
models in tasteful designs for thoso who 
do not caro to confmo the dresses of thoir 
daughters to severe simplicity. One il- 
lustrated in the Now York Times is of 
printed duck, white with a pin clot of 
light blue.

Another model is of pale pink piquo, 
tho cnemisetto trimmed with rows of 
narrow feather stitch braid, whito, and 
a wide rnfllo of embroidery, double 
pointed revers of tho piquo forming a 
sort of collar, which is tied in front 
with a bow of whito lawn. A modol for 
a crepon dross has the skirt trimmod 
with long lines of baby velvet ribbon ot 
harmonizing or contrasting color. Those 
outline the seams of tho gored skirt and 
radiate from the neckb:uid in a circular 
yoko effect on tho round bodice, each 
lino on waist.

Cheap Lanrn Chair. 

The dimensions for a lawn chair, orig- 
inally sketched for American Gardening, 
and which an ingenious person can 
make, are: Whole length of 2-1, 4'n 
feet; of 1, 8 % feet; of 5, 3 feot; of ii, 
Hi inches. Frame 2-4 is niado 20 inches 
wido; 1, just wido enough to fit outsido 
of 2-4, and tho same with 3 ; 5 is made 
just wido enough to fit outside of 1 ; all 
fastened together with strong bolts. Tho 
frames at ends aro mortised together, so 
as to prevent rolling. Distance from 1, 
2 and 3 to pivotal point, 1 5 inches. 

Fasten strong duck (canvas) securely 
to underside of end piece at 4, drawing 
smoothly, but not too tight, to 1, and

fastening in samo way. Attach another 
piceo of tho samo material at about tho 
placo indicated, by sowing double seams 
and drawing tightly. Fasten as beforo 
mentioned at 5. No need of support at 
end of o lor tension of duck while sit- 
ting in tho chair will hold footrest up. 
Footrest (5) can bo folded ovor on in 
2-4, and chair without footrest is had. 
Height of back c.in bo changed by put- 
ting end of brace (5) into different notch- 
es cut into 1. One making tho chair can 
leave off 5 entirely, and then have a 
lawn chair without footrest Altogether 
it makes a perfect hammock chair, which 
will delight everyone who has a ohuuco 
to occupy it. Make it strong. Tho frame 
should bo made of best straight white 
ash, free from knots, % by 2 % inches 
Huro. If wanted io sot straight, lengthen 
braoo (1).

Tho beauties of bioyole raoing wore exem- 
plified for the first time in this city yeBtor- 
day, when the Victoria Wheelmen's Club 
gavo their inaugural race meeting, opening 
the new three-lap cinder track at Oik Bay. 
For tho meeting as a whole it may bo said 
that it wus abundantly satisfactory to the 
publio— tho races wore run off withoub un- 
necessary delay ; tho work was Bharp and 
spirited ; and the ploasuro of the afternoon 
was not marred by any acoidenta of a serious 
charaoter. Tho spirit of gentlemanly sporte 
manship animated all tho competitors ; no 
open betting waspermitted In any part (fin 
grounds ; and tho instructions of the officers 
of the dny were obeyed promptly and with 
out question. The result was a Beries of 
good raoea with plenty of riders aud oonse 
quently close contests, diBpoBed of promptly 
ia their order and without the introduction 
of diecord, friotionordieantitfuotion. Jockey 
ing, pooketing and winning in any way other 
than by fair racing, were things unheard of 
during the day — tho best men won from 
start to finish, and though the Victoria 
Wheelmen'a Club were unfortunate in pro 
ducing winners, they have tho satisfaction 
of knowing that their inaugural meeting was 
a noteworthy ono in many important re- 
spects, The confidence oi tho publio was 
established, and the next races tho club 
have the pleasure of announcing are certain 
to be mi<re generously patronized. In the 
preservation of order and the carrying out 
of tho general arrangements the members of 
the provincial and city police forces lenb 
mucn appreciated assistance, whilo the offi- 
cers of the day ably disoharged their duties 
Those gentlemen were : Reforoe, Mr. W.

Cortainly it could havo been faster, bub the 
general expression of opinion among the 
raoing men waB but confirmatory of the local 
men — that only winter rains are required to 
make It the apeedleat oyoling path of the 
Northwest. This Is what the club aimed 
for, and with the help of Mr. Hodley Chap- 
man and the tramway oompany have en- 
deavored to secure. Ib spoaka volumes for 
the success attained that in the very first 
month o! the track's exiatenoe — whilo it ia 
etill fresh and aoft — u mile was ridden upon 
ib by Mr. -Guy C. Browne, of Spokane, In 
the fast time of 2.22 4-5, a very considerable 
car, by the way, in the provincial record. 
And this, too, in a Hghb fain and after tho 
course had been cub up by a round dozen of 
hard raooe. 

" I have ridden on many good tracks," 
said Mr. Browne on finishing his last milo 
yesterday, ", but I must Bay that when this 
one is seasoned by a winter's wet ib will be 
far and away the fastest in the Northwest.

THE BRITANNIA DEFEATS TUK VALKYRIE. 

London, Juno 29.— It was not. until late 
late yesterday that Lord Dunraven finally 
deoided to allow the Valkyrrie III to raco 
with the Britannia and Allsa to-day. The 
oourse for tho big yaohtB was a distance of 
fifty miles. The first prize is £75 and the 
second £25. The course for yaohts above 
ten and not exceeding twenty rating Is once 
around the course, the distance and biok bo 
ing 31 milee, and for those not exceeding 
ten rating tbo course is 20 miles long. 
For yachtB above twenty and not exoeeding 
thirty rating tho courao is thirty eighb 
miles. Tne Valkyrie rated 185, gave the 
Allan, which Ib estimated to rate 160, two 
minutes and fifty. nine eeconds. The 
Britannia got four minutes and two Bcconds. 

The Valkyrie, had the worst of tho start 
at 10:30, due to the fact that eho was a long 
way outside tho Rothesay biy mark boat 
and also had the inshore before the starting 
gun was fired. 

The Valkyrie waa well handled and befo: 
a half mlln of the course had been oovered 
took the lead. The Britannia was cloae be- 
hind her and the Ailsa a long diBtanco 
astern. The brerzi freshened after beating 
around Craigmorlie Point and tho Valkyrie 
passed Mount Stewart a good diatanoe 
ahead of her competitors, and rounded Skel 
merio Point a oonsidorable'dlBtanae ahead. 

After leaving Skelmeric the Valkyrie was 
hung up in a calm for twenty minutes and 
then crawled along with tho aid of an occa- 
sional soft air. Tne Ailsa abandoned the 
race. The Britannia orepb up while the 
Valkyrie was becalmed and eventually only 
a few lengths separated them, but 
'the Valkyrio orept along and 
there was hardly a breath of 
air blowing as ehe crossed tho finishing 
line. Tho following were the tlmea of the 
two at the finish : Valkyrio, 7.35 30 ; Brit 
annia, 7.37 10. Although the Valkyrie 
crossed tho lino 1 minute and 46 seconda 
ahead of tho Britannia, tho latter won. 
She had a time allowance of four minutes 
and seven seconds, consequently tho Prince 
of Walea' yacht won by two minutea and 
sixteen seconds.
